


The first ever Run Hackney half marathon took place on Sunday, 22 June, with over 12,500 runners covering the 13.1 mile the route which wound its way around the borough 
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O VER 12,500 people took 
to the borough’s streets 
for a spectacular first 
ever Run Hackney half 
marathon on Sunday, 22 June. 

In soaring temperatures, the 
runners - many of whom were 
raising money for charitable 
causes - were spurred on to the 
finish line by lively crowds that 
came out to cheer them at every 
stretch of the 13.1 mile race. 

The circular route, which began 
and ended in Hackney Marshes, 
took in the whole of the borough, 
passing through Hackney Downs, 
Hackney Central, Broadway 
Market, Well Street Common, 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park, 


and Mabley Green. 

Jermain Jackman, winner of 
hit TV talent show ‘The Voice’, 
sounded the starting klaxon just 
after 9am, together with Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe. 

Mayor Pipe said: “This is 
another milestone for the 
borough that puts Hackney on 
the map - not only in London - 
but internationally.” 

The fast, closed-road course 
delivered impressive results with 
Kenyan Peter Emase, of Team 
Run Fast, winning the elite men’s 
race in a time of 01:04:19. 

He said: “It was a good, flat 
course which is good for me. It 
was a very well organised race and 


it was nice to run in Hackney. I 
will be back next year.” 

Fellow team mate and race 
favourite, Boniface Kongin, 
finished second with a time of 
01:06:02. He was followed by 
two time Sri Lankan Olympian 
Anuradha Cooray, also from 
Team Run Fast, in third place, 
with a time of 01:06:45. 
Anuradha said: “It was really 
good. Hackney is cool and 
there was so much support out 
on the roads.” 

The women’s race was won by 
another Kenyan member of Team 
Run Fast, Gladys Yator, in a time 
of 01:15:30. She was followed by 
British ladies Katy Webster and 


Bel Levene, who took second and 
third place respectively, in times of 
01:20:05 and 01:22:58. 

The men’s wheelchair race 
was won by Ashley Archer in a 
time of 00:59:40, while Susan 
Cook triumphed in the women’s 
competition, with a time of 
1:19:54. The 26-year-old said: 

“It was awesome to win. I only 
started racing last October and it’s 
only the second race I’ve done. I 
got a personal best.” 

The roads were lined with 
cheering supporters, waving flags 
and banners and displaying the 
colourful and creative community 
spirit that Hackney folk are 
famous for.

Buses go cash-free from 6 July 

BUSES in the capital are set to go cash-free from 6 July. 
Transport for London (TfL) has announced that passengers 
will only be able to pay by contactless debit card or Oyster. 

TfL is also updating the Oyster card system so that users 
with a positive balance can make one more journey by 
bus even if they have insufficient funds to cover the full 
cost of the fare.

Blow the whistle on violence 

WITH the World Cup underway, the Council is reminding 
residents of the support available to anyone suffering 
domestic violence. 

A recent study found that during the 201 0 World Cup 
cases of domestic violence rose by an average of 25 per 
cent after an England match, win or lose. 

The Council’s domestic violence team works in 
partnership with organisations across the borough - 
including the police and charities - to support victims to 
find a refuge, report a crime, or just to have someone to 
talk to. Services in Hackney include a confidential helpline 
on: 0800 056 0905 (free from a landline, 9.30am 
to 5pm, Monday to Friday).

Cheer on the Tour de France 

IT’S just two weeks before the Tour de France comes 
to Hackney. On Monday 7 July competitors in the world 
famous race will ride from Cambridge to London, passing 
through East London, and finishing in The Mall. This forms 
part of the first three stages of the tour - known as the 
Grand Depart - which takes place in the UK this year. 
Spectators will be free to line the majority of the route. 

In Hackney, this will be down the A1 06 Ruckholt Road/ 
Easlway then left into Waterden Road. The best viewing 
spots will be the north of Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park 
(where a big screen is planned) and the Lea Bridge Road 
junction with Orient Way. The tour’s publicity caravan - a 
convoy of floats, vehicles and entertainers - is due to pass 
through Hackney about 1 pm. The cyclists are expected to 
come speeding through the borough at about 3pm. 

Roads along the route will be closed from 1 0am to about 
6pm and there will be transport disruption across London.

‘Creativity Works: 
Fashion’ will take the 
handpicked group of 1 8 
to 20-year-olds through 
a three week training 
programme which 
culminates in a trip to 
Paris to see top designer 
Jean Paul Gaultier at work 
in his studio. They will 
then complete six weeks 
work experience with 
leading industry names like 
DAZED Group. 

Each student will have a 
mentor and the programme 
includes talks by industry 
experts and workshops on 
a range of subjects related 
to the fashion world, 
including photography, 
branding, events 
management and PR.

The programme 
began on 6 June with 
introductory sessions at 
The Mill Co Project in the 
Rose Lipman Building, Nl. 

Underground music 
photographers and visual 
artists Tim and Barry 
kicked off proceedings 
with a workshop about 


their experiences in the 
creative industry. 

The duo spoke about 
their initial struggles with 
finances, the importance 
of branding, and how they 
overcame problems such 
as lack of equipment to 
achieve their goals. 

Barry said: “In the 
creative industry you 
have to think laterally. 
Don’t wait for that bit of 
technology to come along, 
do things with what you 
have. It’s important to 



know your strengths.” 

In the next few weeks 
the students will also tour 
the Paul Smith exhibition 
at the Design Museum; 
hear from the makers of 
ASOS clothing; and visit 
the London College of 
Fashion. 

The programme is also 
linked with the Barbican’s 
pop-up fashion market 
Ram Place. Set to run from 
12 to 20 July, a derelict 
building off Morning 
Lane will be transformed 
into an events and retail 
space for alternative 
fashion and street style. 
The students will have a 
stall there so they can sell 
work produced during the 
course.

St Mary’s Secret Garden manager and senior horticultural therapist, Paula Yassine, believes community gardening gives people a sense of being in touch with nature and their local surroundings

W ANDERING 
through St 
Mary’s Secret 
Garden 
on a mid-summer’s 
morning one’s senses are 
overwhelmed by sweet 
floral smells, brightly 
coloured flowers and a 
feeling of calm. 

Nestled in the middle of 
one of Hoxton’s largest 
estates this restful retreat is 
a welcome relief to urban 
living. Garden manager 
and senior horticultural 
therapist, Paula Yassine, 
describes it as a ‘peaceful 
oasis in the middle of a 
busy area of the capital.’ 

It provides placements 
for people with learning 
difficulties, mental health 
problems and other long- 
term illnesses, as well as 
accredited training for 
the wider community, 
and volunteering 
opportunities. 

Paula explains: “St 
Mary’s is a community 
garden first and foremost. 


As you can see we’re in 
the middle of a large estate 
and not everyone has 
access to a garden. It gives 
you a sense of being in 
touch with nature as well 
as engaging people with 
support needs.” 

Paula has been working 
with people outdoors for 
over 20 years providing 
training in forestry, 
conservation and 
horticulture. 

She says: “Horticultural 
training was never on my 
career list. I was originally 
a nurse and realised there 
was a better way of seeing 
people get better. I went 
to university in the middle 
of a field in Wales where I 
stayed. I joined a ‘training 
for work’ scheme run by 
the National Trust and 
then came to London.” 

Paula worked for 
the Harington Scheme, 
which is a training centre 
for young people with 
learning disabilities, for 
seven years before joining 


St Mary’s Secret Garden 
in 2002. She says: “I enjoy 
working here because 
of the range of people I 
get to work with. I work 
with people with learning 
disabilities, mental health 
issues, older people and 
school groups. It is a 


reflection of the whole 
community.” 

Covering three-quarters 
of an acre, the garden 
is made up of different 
themed outdoor ‘rooms’: 
a herb and sensory 
area, decking, vegetable 
and fruit growing area, 


woodland with beehives, 
wildlife meadow, small 
pond, and greenhouse. 

Wheelchair users can 
access the garden, and 
it is designed around a 
circular path so people 
with dementia can wander 
around safely. It’s also 
‘high maintenance’, which 
keeps service users and 
volunteers busy with the 
garden all year round. 

Paula says: “Gardening 
is good for you physically, 
mentally and spiritually. 

It helps you increase your 
friendship circles and 
helps you feel part of 
society again. People who 
work in the garden see 
others enjoying the fruits 
of their labour.” 

Community spirit is 
particularly important to 
Paula - and something she 
believes Hackney has in 
abundance. She has lived 
in Hoxton, Dalston and 
Lower Clapton for over 
12 years. 

She says: “Community 


for me means everyone 
getting on together as best 
they can and working 
together on something. It 
means people looking out 
for each other and being 
friends with each other, 
even if they might not 
usually be friends with 
that person. 

“That’s the great joy 
of Hackney - you have 
people from absolutely 
everywhere in the world. 
Where else can you get the 
opportunity to meet these 
people without paying 
loads of money to travel? 

“Hackney really is 
different and I think 
working in a community 
setting like this has opened 
my eyes. I’ve met so many 
great people.”

Hackney Cycling 
Conference to discuss how 
to improve the borough’s 
roads and open spaces to 
encourage more people to 
get on their bikes. 

Politicians, campaigners, 
planners and academics 
who spoke at the Council- 
run event on 6 June praised 
the work that has gone 
on in Hackney to make 
it London’s top cycling 
borough, with 15 per cent 
of residents commuting 
by bike. But they also 
acknowledged that London 
has a long way to go before 
it competes with the top 
cycling cities in the world. 

One speaker who showed 
the audience at Hackney 


Picturehouse what can 
be achieved was Klaus 
Bondam, director of the 
Danish Cyclists’ Federation, 
and former Mayor for 
technical and environmental 
administration in 
Copenhagen, where around 
40 per cent of people 
commute by bicycle. 

Klaus stressed that the 
key to getting more cyclists 
on the road was teaching 
children to cycle, and 
designing streets that work 
for both pedestrians and 
cyclists. He said: “They told 
us the car gives us freedom, 
but there is no freedom in 
sitting in a traffic jam.” 

Dr Rachel Aldred, 
from the University of 
Westminster, argued that 
more women and older 
people need to get into 


cycling. She claimed that in 
Holland and Germany there 
is a fairly even distribution 
of ages and genders amongst 
cyclists, whereas in the 
UK less than a third of 
bike journeys are made by 
women and very few people 
over the age of 50 cycle. 

Shadow transport 
minister, Mary Creagh, 
talked about the importance 
of the four Es (education, 
enforcement, engineering 
and encouragement). 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, chaired 
the conference. She said that 
much work has already been 
done to make cycling easier 
and safer in Hackney, with 
many more improvements 
in the pipeline. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, added that provision 
for cycling is considered in 
all new road designs, citing 
Pitfield Street in Hoxton as 
an example. 

The conference also saw 
the launch of the Cycle 
Hackney smartphone 
app, which tracks cyclists’ 


journeys around the 
borough. It allows cyclists 
to highlight any issues they 
come across during their 
journey and put forward 
comments and suggestions 
which are tagged to 
locations. The data will 
help the Council in its bid 
to improve conditions for 
cyclists, pedestrians and 
other road users. 

The final speaker, David 
Dansky from Cycle Training 
UK, concluded: “The day 
we can ride two abreast 
chatting to our friends 
with a cup of coffee in our 
hands on the way to work 
is the day we have civilised 
our streets.” 

The conference launched 
a programme of cycling 
activities in the borough 
and was followed, on 7 


June, by a showcase event 
at Hackney City Farm and 
Haggerston Park, hosted 
by the Hackney Cycling 
Campaign. 

Members of Hackney 
BMX Club ran drop-in 
sessions and showed off 
their moves. London Green 
Cycles brought cargo bikes 
to try out, and Hackney Bike 
Workshop taught people 
how to fix their own bikes. 
Other highlights included 
sessions by the London 
Bike Polo Association, and 
cycle skills training.

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Lost sport of greyhound racing

REYHOUND 
racing was one 
of Britain’s most 
popular spectator 
sports in its 1940s heyday, 
with 77 licensed tracks 
across the country, 
attracting over 50 million 
visitors each year. 

Two of these tracks 
were in Hackney at 
Millfields Road in Clapton, 
and Water den Road in 
Hackney Wick. Clapton 
Stadium originally opened 
as Whittles Athletic 
Ground, and was a venue 
for whippet racing, but its 
main use became football 
when Clapton Orient (now 
Leyton Orient) moved 
there in 1869. The site was 
redeveloped and renamed 
Millfields Road. 

The greyhound facilities 
were designed by engineer 
and architect Sir Owen 


Williams at a cost of over 
£80,000, opening in April 
1928 as London’s fourth 
greyhound stadium, just 
two years after the first 
British race was held at 
Belle Vue, Manchester. 

A restaurant was added 
in 1930, with a second 
built in 1939, as well as 
covered stands. 

Waterden Road opened 
four years later in 1932 
and, like Millfields Road, 
was home to more than one 
sport: greyhound racing 
and speedway. The original 
stands could hold 10,000 
spectators, increasing to 
15,000 in 1953. 

The oval track was 
known for its long straights 
and easy bends, while 
the track at Clapton was 
shorter and almost circular, 
with wide bends that made 
it one of the fastest in the 
country. Because of this, 
Millfields Road became the 
permanent venue for one of 


the most important classic 
events in the sport, the 400 
yard Scurry Gold Cup. 

Greyhound racing 
appealed to working men 
in particular, as the entry 
fee was cheaper than horse 
racing, and the venues 
were easier for 
an urban 
population 
to get to. 

It was 
also the 
only place 
that many 
people 
could 

enjoy a legal 
flutter, when 
lack of money meant 
that obtaining credit 
at a bookmakers’ was 
impossible. 

Changes in gambling 
legislation led to the 
gradual decline of the sport 
however. When betting 
shops opened in the mid 
1960s it became possible to 


gamble on a race without 
being at the venue, a 
trend that has increased 
since, with bookmakers 
able to stay open late and 
gambling on the internet. 
Because dog races last 
only a matter of seconds, 
they did not prove 
to be good 
television, 
and the 
profile of 
the sport 
suffered. 
The rise of 
alternative 
forms of 
entertainment 
has meant that 
only greyhound tracks 
that focussed on offering 
additional attractions, such 
as restaurants and party 
facilities, have survived. 

The Greyhound Racing 
Association bought the 
Millfields Road stadium 
from its shareholders in 
1967, but sold it again only 


two years later. Clapton 
struggled on for a few 
more years, with the final 
race held on 1 January, 
1974. The stadium was 
eventually demolished 
and the site used for 
the construction of 
Millfields estate. 

Waterden Road 
remained unchanged and 
much-loved for many 
years. Then in the 1990s 
a huge redevelopment 
plan was announced to 
turn the venue into a multi- 
million pound stadium 
for the 21st century, open 
six nights a week. 

But this was before 
Hackney Wick was 
transformed for the 
London 2012 Games, 
and there were problems 
with transport links to 
the new attraction. 

The stadium opened 
in October 1995, but 
went into receivership 
the same night and closed 


only 14 months later in 
January 1997. 

The site was bulldozed in 
2003 as work progressed 
on the London 2012 
bid, the success of which 
ultimately brought all the 
connections and facilities 
the Hackney Wick stadium 
had needed to survive, only 
years too late. 

Today only the 
Wimbledon dog track 
survives in London, with 
just 24 registered stadiums 
elsewhere, along with some 
independent venues.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

Ingredients 

For the salad 

• lOOg mixed salad leaves 

•2 small gem lettuces (optional) 

• 2 tins of sustainable, oily fish (in oil) 

• 1 0Og French beans 

•4 ripe tomatoes, or small punnet of 
cherry tomatoes 

• 4 hard boiled eggs (each cut into 4) 

• 1 0-1 2 new potatoes or one large 
sweet potato 

•A handful of black olives (pitted) 

• 1 small tin of anchovies in oil 
•3 tablespoons pumpkin seeds/ 

sunflower seeds (optional). 

For the salad 

• 6 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 tsp Dijon mustard 

• 2 tbsp white wine vinegar or lemon 
juice 

•Pepper to season. 


Method 

• Chop the potatoes into bite size pieces and boil for 
10-15 mins, or until tender (less for sweet potato) 

• Chop the French beans in half and steam for five 
minutes until just tender 

• Boil the eggs for eight minutes until hard, peel and 
chop into four pieces 

• Tear the salad leaves into bite sized pieces and place 
in a large serving bowl. Chop the tomato into bite size 
pieces and slice the olives. Drain the tins offish and 
flake onto the salad leaves 

• Add the green beans, eggs and potatoes once they are 
cooked. Place the anchovies on top. If adding seeds, 
dry toast them in a frying pan and sprinkle 

over the salad 

• Place all the dressing ingredients into a bowl, season 
and whisk well. Pour over the salad and serve. 

*Why not get creative in plating up the salad? Find a 
large serving plate and use your creativity to lay out the 
salad.
